were, 10 Infufficient aa Attonement, Dilcharg’d it's whole 
ilery at once. 
apg Ae Antipas ( Son of Herod the Great ) whofe Men 
of War jet our Saviour at nought, was 6 Years afterw ards 
depriv’d of his Dominions, aad bannifh’d to Lyons in 
Gaul, by Caligula the Roman Emperor, as a Juft Judg- 
ment for the Indignity he put upon our Lord, and his bar- 
barous treatment of fon the Baptilt, whom he bcheaded 
to pleafure his Inceftuous Wife. 

3: We thal! not infiit upon the Death ot Fudas, the Be. 
trayer of our Lord, fince, tho’ he be as remarkablean In- 
ftance as any, of Vindidtive Juftice, yet he is too well 
known to he any more than Mention’d. is 

4. Pontius Pilate, Procurator ot fudea, who deliver d 
our Saviour to be Crucified out of fear of his Matter’s 
Jealoufy, was Degraded from his Dignity by Tiberius, 
and bannith d by Caligult to Vienna in Gaul (a City not 
far from Lyons ) where he executed Divine Vengeance 
upon himielf the fame Year, wherein Herod was batt 
nith’d to the foremention’d Lyons. | 

* 5. Caiaphas the High-Prieft, who was one of the Un- 
“uf Judges of our Lord, was not only Judgid himfelt, 
bu Depos’d allo, about three Years afterwards, by 47- 
tellius Governor of Syriz. He is likewife thought, foon 
after his Difgrace, to have Violently Dilpatch’d himielf. 

6. Asthe Fews Haled our Saviour from Caiaphas to 
Pilate, {o They themielves were Haled from ‘fobn to S2- 
mon, the Principal of the two Factions in Feru/alem, and 
Inhumanly treated at Their Tribunals. . 

7. As they were lo ready to cry out, his Blood be on 
Us and our Children, 1o they felt the ieverity of thet own 
Imprecation, and Entaild a Perpetual Curfe upon them- 
elves; fince their own Hiftorians, Philo and Folephus, 
enumerate the feveral Calamities, thev fuffer’d, by fuc- 
ceflive Roman Governors; namely, by Pilate, Perrone, 
Cumanus, Feftus, Albinus, and Efpecially Titus, who de. 
Rroy’d the City and the Temple. And juch was the Di 
frets of the Fews during 10 memorable a Siege, as never 
to have as yet been Parallel'd. Noreven from thet time 
to this has the blood of our Lord ceas'd to be upon their 
Unhappy Children. : 

8. As the Fews by their clamorous proceedings were 
the occafion, that our Lord was fcourg’d by the Roman 
Soldiers at the command of Pilate, and afterwayds pit 
to a Shameful Death, namely, that of Crucifixion, fo 
their own Nobility and Chiet Rulers were both scourg’d 


and Crucified by the fame Soldiers at the command of 
Florus. And it is obfervable, that before our Saviour’s 
Crucifixion no Jew of Eminence had ever been put to fo 
ignominious a Death, And when the time approacii’d, 
wherein Vengeance purfied that Devoted Nation to the 
uttermoft, fuch Numbers of the Fews were Crucitied by 
Titus, that he cou’d not procure Croffes fufficient for 
their Bodies. 

g- As our Lord was Crucified at the time of the Pafs- 
over, fo at the fame feafon 37 Years aiterwards. before 
that Generation was pafs'd away, Titus the Roman Genee 
ral, and Son to the Emperor Ve(pafian, befieg’d Ferult- 
lem, at what time there was a tul! Conflucnce of the 
whole Jewifh Nation, that as all the Inhabitants of Fi 
dea were in a manner Confenting to the Death of that 
Innocent Perfon, fo they might all be Sharers iu the Pr» 
nifhment, And fo great was their Punifiment by chat 
memorable Siege, that thofe, who were deftroy’d luring 
the Siege, amounted to Eleven Hundred Thoufiad, and 
the Captives to Ninety Seven Thoutand. But fo final 
a Providence attended thofe, who by their happy Con. 
verfion had Silenc’d the Cries of their Saviour’s Blood, 
that in compliance, as well with our Lord’s Prophetical 
Admonition, as with a Revealation from Heaven com: 
inunicated to fome Pious Perfony and, according to Epi- 
phaniusy by the Direétion of an Angel, they fled to Pella, 
beiore Vefpafian and his Son Titus were come into Fudea, 
to Chaflile that rebellious Natiun, and at what time Ce- 
ftius Gallus, who had befieg’d Ferufalem, broke up the 
Siege without any appearance of reafon, Direéted, no 
doubt, from above. In fo Unexpeéted a proceedure, on 
purpofe to give the Chriftians an opportunity ot elcape, 
that the Righteous might not Perith with the Wicked, 

to, Titus began that fatal and bloody Sicee at the {ame 
place, where our Lord entred on his Paflion. 

it. As the Fews Prefer’d a Robber and a Murderer be. 
fore that gracious Benetactor, who came not to DoGroy but 
to Save Men’s Lives, and Crucified hin bowie. wo 
Thieves, fo They themfelves were mite: a0): olehcd with 
a band of Robbers, who, when Deftroy’d by Feiéx, were 
fucceeded by more Outragious Robbers, call’d 3’cariz. 
And it is Remarkable, that the Ring-leader of thefe si. 
carii was nam’d Fefus. 

Az. As they had rejected one Fejus, who brought them 
glad tydings of Salvation, fo they were obliged to hear 
dreadful Denunciations of Judgment from another Fee 
(us (not the fame with the foremention’d Robber 
who four Years before the War commenc’d, and while 
Ferufalem enjoy’d the Profoundeft Peace, began to ex. 
claim in very dilmal Accents, 4 Voice againft Ferulalem, 
the Temple, and all the People. Aad tho’ iwhumauly 
Scourg d and Tortur’d, yet he riever fo much as fhed a 
Tear, but at every Lafh repeated hisamazing Warnings. 
And notwitiftanding his continual repetition of them for 
ahove Seven Years rogether, yet no Hoarfnefs attended 
his Linwvearied Outcries. At his lait Outcry he added to 
his ufual Woes a Wo to himielf, and then immediately 
expird by the Violence of a Stone fhot out of an En. 
gine. ee 54 
_ 13. As the Fews indicted our Lord as a Seditious Per- 
fon, and an Enemy to Cafar, fo the fame charge was the 
caule of their own Deftruction, For Fudas Gaulonitas, 
who prohibited his followers to pay Tribute to Cajar, 
pav’d the way to thole diimal Calamities, that betel thae 
accuried People. " 

14. As they Pronouncd our Bleffed Lord a Falfe Pro. 
pher and a Deceiver of the people, fo we learn from their 
own Hiftorian, that Falfe Prophets and Deceivers of the 
people led them into, and Contirm’d them in that Re 
bellion, which hecame the melancholy caufe of their final 
Fxcision

15+ They accus’'d our Saviour as defigning to Deltroy 
the Temple, and yet themfelves afterwards even forcd 
the Romans to Deftroy it. 

16. They Crucified their King Mefizh under Pretext, 
left the Romans fhou'd come and stzke away their place and 
Nation. And yet from the feveral inftances of Retaliat'- 
on fpecified above an Unprejudic’d Heathen, coud not 
but conclude, that they brought ruin upon themfelves 
by the very method, by which they Pretended to Di- 
vert it. 

17, As they adorn’d their King Mefiahb with Mock. 
Array, and Revil'd him with Infulting Homage, forhey 
fuffer’d the fame Indignity themfelves in the Perflon of 
their King) For when Agrippa (Grandion to Herod the 
Great, and therefore call’d Herod by St. Luke ) took 
Alexandria in his way from Rome to Fudes, the Alexan- 
drians, who had an implacable averfion to the Fews, and 
were therefore affronted at the Arrival of their King, 
not only Ridicul’d himin their Songs, and on their Stages, 
but to compicat their fcurrilous behavior laid hold on a 
Naked Mad-man, fet him on an Eminence, furrounded 
his Head with a Paper-Crown, encompat{s’d his Body with 
a Mat to reprefent a Robe of State, environ’d him with 
young Men with Poles on their Shoulders inftead of 
Guards, and Hail’d him with the Title of Marim, or 
Lord. Aad this Uidignity was put upon the Jewtfh 
King, not by Chriftians, but by Heathens, who were 
as Averfe to the Chriftians as to the Jews themfelves. 

And thus was the Lex Tulionis fignally exemplified 
on the Guilty Jews. A Law the moft Juit of any, ac- 
cording to the Notion of an Heathen Poet ;

Q. From 1 Kings 16. 15, 16. we may gather, that Om- 


1 ( Capeain of the Heft to Elay) was made King of Urael ' 


in the 27th Year of Ala Kinz of Judah. For in the i 6th 
Ver, Zimrids faid to begin bis fhort Reign the forefaid Year. 
And inthe 17th Ver. we are told, that Omri was immedi- 
ately made King upon the News of Zimri’s Confpiracy a- 
gaint his Majter, Whence it follows, that Zimri was mad: 
Kine the fame Year, namely, the 27th of Ala. But how does 
‘his agree with Wer. 234 of the fame Chapter? For there 
Omri is exprefly faid to begin bis Reign the 31ff of Afa, 
4. Years later than the other account, 

A. This difficulty is readily accounted for by a no im- 
probable fuppofal of a double Epochz, the one com. 
mencing from the time, wherein Omri? was made King by 
the Army, whereot he was General ; the other trom the 
Death of his Competitor Tibni, at which time he ob- 
tan’d the whole Kingdom ot Ifrael, For after the Death 
of Zimri we read, Then were the people divided into two 
parts; half of the people follow’'d Tibni the Son of Ginath, 
to make bint King, and half follow’d Omri. Since there- 
tore the Kingdon was equally divided on the behalf of 
thefe two contending Rivals, a ftruggle for the whole 
Government of Ifrael between two Parties of equal 
ftrength may not ahbfurdly be tuppos'd to have lafted 4 
Years, tho’ the Scriptures, who are frequently very Con- 
cifé in their accounts, fay no more, than that the people, 
which follow'd Omri, frevail’d againft the peopl>, that fol- 
low’d Tibni; fo Tibni Died, and Omri reign'd, 

jut as the Direrence muft be neceflanily fomething at 
Jealt fhort of 4 Years, fo poifibly it umay be bur little 
more than 2 Years, in caie the former account com- 
menc’d from near the Conclufion of the 27th of A/a, 
and the Jatter from near the Beginning of the 31/t 
Year.

A, We dare affim, that the Queftion, you propofe, is 
an Harder Queftion, than any propos’d to Solomon, fince 
weread, that Solomon told her ( the Queen ct Sheba) all 
her Lueftions, For were your Queftion to be proposd to 
a Wiler than Solomon, it wou'd undoubtedly Pofe him, 
fi.ce, as the Scripture isthe only Guide, we cou’d depend 
upon, fo itis entirely Silent in che matter, But to offer 
at fome conjecture concerning the general {ubjects of the 
Queftions. Since Selomon is deicrib’'d in a_ preceeding 
Chapter as a great Naturaliff, it may not be improbable, 
that She ask’d him fome Queftions in Natural Philofophy.

A. We can find no manner of Cogency in the feveral 
Antithefis’s, you propound, and therefore muft beg leave 
to oppote other Antithefis’s to thofe of yours. 

1. That a Reciprocal confent on both fides is not the 
only Term or Condition requifite to Marriage, may be 
prov d by an argument, which your own Opinion of the 
matter in difpute will not fuffer you to deny. For fup- 
pofing, that one of the Parties fo confenting were for- 
merly contracted to anorher, but had a€ted counter to 
that former Obligation in profpect of the Prefent Match 
(a Practice, how fhameful foever, yet too Common in 
the *Vorld) it follows from your own reafoning, that 
the Reciprocal confent of the Prefent parties cannot 
Diffolve the Obligation of rhe former Reciprocal confent. 
But if you will noc be perfwaded of this, we mott re- 
mind you of your own Quotation, Thofe, whom God hath 
Foyn’d together, let no Man put afunder, For thole Words 
You apply to the bare Quzlification of a Reciprocal Con- 
fent. and yet, if the Minifter joyns together the prejent 
Couple, he parts one of them from their tormerly 
conrra¢ted Spoufe. If theretore fomething further 
be requir’d, than what you mention, which {ufhici- 
ently overthrows your argument, why not fomerhing 
further itill, notwithftanding the force of the faid argu- 
ment? And yet it follows trom the Premifes, that fome- 
thing further is requir’d, namely, that both the Perfons 
be tree fron the Obligation of a Preingagement. Befides, 
by the Propofal of the foremention’d argument you 
plainly beg the Queftion. For before you can determine, 
whether Reciprocal Confent be the only Condition ne. 
ceflary to Marriage, you muft firft prove, that a Parent 
has not the Privilege of a Negative Vote, which is the 
matter in debate. For if a Parent has the Privilege of a 
Negative Vore, then the Parents Confent, as well as the 
Content of the Parties to be Married, is a Condition ne- 
ceflary to Marriage. And thus the argument, you ufe, 
does not proves but barely fuppofe, that a Negative 
Vote does not belong to Parents. 

2. You do weil to be fulpicious of the foremention’d 
Quotation, Thofe, whom God hath Foyn'd together, &c. For be. 
caufeno Man can feparate thofe, who have confummared 
thetr Marrige (for to fuch only do the Words belong) does it 
therefore follow, that no one can feparate thofe, who 
have not confummated their Marriage? This is of the 
fame kind, as if one fhou’d fay, that becaufe they, who 
have oblig’d themielyes to the performance of any thing 
by the Solemnity of an Oath, are bound to perform it, 
therefore they, who have not fo oblig’d themfelves, are 
equally bound to the fame performance. But how fuch 
a Conclufion can be drawn from fuch Premites, we are at 
a lofs to Concieve. "Tis true, you endeavour to prove a 
parity of Reaton in the Cafe. But then yon fhon’d have 
refervd your being at a lo{s to Concieve to yourfelf, till you 
had made out the proot of fuch a Parity.

And therefore , fay you, fhe applles the 
fore mention’d Words, Thofe, whom God hath Foyn'd toge- 
ther, ec. co the Perfons, while no otherwiie Married 
than by juch Confent. Bue to this we Antwer. 

r. the Church fire is the beft Interpreter of her own 
Mind; And yet in her Publication of the Banns of Mas 
trimony (and fuch con’d not be publifh’d, till after the 
foreiaid Reciprocal Confent) fhe {peaks of their being 
Joviwd together in Holy Matrimony not only as a thing 
n Puture, but alfo as what may never be, if any juft 
npedimernt can be ditcover'd. Nay, at the very entrance 
e Marriage-Ceremony fhe not only repeats the fame, 
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but alfo adds fomeching very pertinent to our purpofe ; 
If any Man can fhew any juft Caule, why they may not Law- 
fully he Foyn'd together, let him now fpeal, or eile hereafter 
(that is, when the Perlons are Married) for ever hold 
his Peace. 
2. That Confent (mention’d bythe Church) on which 
vou lay the whole ftrefs of your argument, is not, as you 
fuppote it, their Private bur their Publick Conient So- 
lemnly declar’d in the pretence of God and Men; declar'd 
in Words devoutly repeated after the Minifter himfelf. 
For that Confent is mention’d confequent to that Cere- 
monial part, I N. take the N, to my Weded Wife, &c. 
3. Were the Church tays Forafmuch as N. and N. 
have Contented in Holy Matrimony, fhe immediately fub- 


joyns, and hath Wizne[s'd the fame before God and this Com- 
pany, and thereto hath given and pledg d their Troth either to 
the other, and hath declar'd the ame by giving and receiving 
the Ring and by joyning of Hands. And therefore the fub- 
fequent Declaration of Marriage is not founded upor 
their barely confenting together, but upon all the jore. 
mention’d particulars Collectively. | 

. The Prieft does not repeat thole Words, Thofe, 
whom God hath joyn'd together. &c. till the faid particulars 
have been all perform’d. And thusit ise ‘ident, that you 
have given a Strange, Unaccountable turn tothe Words 
and Declarations of the Church. 

3. We need not fay any thing to that Text, Therefore 
jhall a Man forlake Father, &c. fince the the premites iut- 
ficiently contute it. - 

4. As for that at Muftration, which you think may be 
drawn from the Example of Fofeph and the Virgin Mary, 
it you pleafe to Illuftrate 1¢ more clearly and urge the 
Force of it, we doubt not, but we fhali able to Con- 
fute it. 

5. As for thellnaccountable Humour of fome Parents, 
That affords an Opportunity to their Children to Exer. 
cife their Patience and Submiilion. And it the Apoitle 
fays of Matters, thit Servants but muft be Obedient, Not 
only to the Good and Gentle, but alfo 10 the Froward, how 
much more is due from Children to their Parents, Pa- 
rents, Obedience to whom is not only made a part of the 
Ten Commandments, but alfo, as St. Paul oblerves, is 
the Kirk Commandment with Promife. And it fome Incon- 
Veniences enfue trom the Negative Vote of Parents, how 
many more wou'd follow from a free indulgence of Li. 
berty in Children to Marry whom they pleafe. The mat- 
ter then is admirably Ballanc’d between Parents and their 
Children. Parents have no poflitive Vote, left they fhoud 
oblige their Children to Marry the Objects of their Ayer. 
fion, and thus become the Authors of their Children’s Mi. 
fery. Parents have a Negative Vote, left their Children 
fhou'd Indifcreetly throw themlelves away, and thus be- 
coine the Authors otf their own Milery.
